* verest measures that have been taken 
In any State to abate the evil are those 
embodied In tlie truant fathers act of 
Ohio ilSSKh, which provides as a pen¬ 
alty for non-support imprisonment at 


fcard labor for a term not less than three 
nor more than twelve months unless 
the delinquent shall give bonds to the 
amount or $1,000 that he will pay reg¬ 
ularly into court, for the sustenance of 
his family, sueh a sum as may be de¬ 
creed by the Judge. The humane so¬ 
ciety of Cincinnati in the eourse of the 
past year has collected $14,0(10 from 
recalcitrant husbands for deserted 
wives by virtue of this enactment; but 
it Is only a short walk across the bridge 
from Cincinnati to Covington, and once 
in Kentucky the truant can defy the 
law. Federal legislation cannot be had 
on this matter without a constitutional 
ameudment. and therefore it is suggest¬ 
ed that each State Legislature be urged 
to pass legislation similar to that in 
Ohio. A forsaken wife is tlie most pit¬ 
iable object. When poverty and chil¬ 
dren complicate the situation, the stern¬ 
est demands of justice should lie in¬ 
voked to compel tlie wretch who aban¬ 
dons ills family to take up his just 
burden. 

Tlie faculty committees on athletics 
of the principal American universities, 
at a conference held more than two 
years ago, appointed a sub-committee 
oil which seven universities were repre¬ 
sented. to investigate the whole subject 
of intercollegiate athletic contests and 
report upon them. The conclusions 
readied by the committee were recently 
published, and incorporated in tlie re¬ 
port, are twenty rules to be applied to 
the regulation of college sports. Tlie 
committee found that athletics occupy 
too large a place in college life, but 
wisely concluded that it is better to 
nteinl the abuses by regulation than to 
end them by abolishing sports alto¬ 
gether. The rules reported are designed 
to give athletics tlieir proper place in 
relation to the mental and moral train¬ 
ing of students, and to free them from 
tlie taint of professionalism. Under 
these rules, college athletic committees 
will always Include representatives of 
tlie faculty. Only students who are in 
good standing in their classes will be 
allowed to take part in contests, and a 
summary end is put to the practice of 
entering expert base-ball or foot-bal! 
players as “special” students, in order 
to take advantage of their prowess in 
the field. No special or partial student 
will be admitted to tlie teams unless he 
is taking a course equivalent to that 
prescribed for candidates for a degree; 
and any student will be shut out from 
the teams who. before or after entering 
college, has received any pecuniary 
gain whatever from taking part In ath¬ 
letic competitions. Intercollegiate con¬ 
tests are not to be allowed oil other 
than college grounds, and it is strongly 
recommended that an agreement lie 
arrived at to reduce gate-money to a 
minimum. These rules are strict liy 
comparison with the lax practices 
which have long prevailed, but it is 
probable that they will become an ac¬ 
cepted standard, and in that ease they 
will relieve college sports of excess and- 
extravagance, and give them their 
rightful place In college life. 

White House Is Rickety. 

“In tlie plan for building a new house 
for the President elsewhere than ou the 
present site it has been proposed to 
utilize the present mansion for offices,” 
writes Col. Theodore A. Bingham, U, 
S. A., in urging the adoption of Mrs. 
Harrison’s plans for enlarging the 
house, in the Ladies’ Home Journal. 
“Due plea therefor lias been that the 
historic building should be left as it it*. 
Tills is certainly to be insisted on. But 
it is said the mansion is too pure a 
piece of architecture to lie marred by 
additions, ’lids, however, is a specious 
argument, since the original design con¬ 
templated side additions, and if the 
building In its present state were used 
ns offices it would be wrecked in five 
or six years. Those who have no ex¬ 
perience with public buildings or with 
tliis building in particular, have no con¬ 
ception of tlie wear and tear oil a Presi¬ 
dent's office. It surpasses that on any 
other office in the country. The present 
Executive Mansion was lightly built, 
and is already expensive to keep in 
proper repair. Its floor beams are not 
strong enough to endure office use. 
Great difficulty lias arisen in the past 
with the few rooms now used as the 
President’s executive offices, and great 
watchfulness lias to be constantly ex¬ 
ercised. Several times the floors have 
threatened to break through. The stairs 
have already broken down, one flight 
being now supported by a chain. Still, 
to remodel for office use only, the whole 
interior of our historic Executive Man¬ 
sion, would be not only a very expen¬ 
sive matter, but would fall to meet the 
requirements of the case, aud also, it is 
believed, the approval of the country at 
large.”

This figure, 
correctly dressed In black, performed 
various sleight-of-haud tricks with re¬ 
markable dexterity, aud when it was 
applauded gracefully saluted the spec¬ 
tators to the right aud left.

It then ble\\ upon the 
latter, when out of it came a bird that 
Happed its wings aud sang, aud after¬ 
ward entered the egg again. 

This, however, was nothing as com¬ 
pared with the automatic fly manufac¬ 
tured by John Miller and which flew 
around the table during a dinner aud 
alighted upon the hand of its owner 
and manufacturer, to the great aston¬ 
ishment of tlie guests. 

Another wonderful piece of mechan¬ 
ism was a minute coach, to which were 
harnessed several horses, and which 
rolled over the table. Upon starting the 
coachman cracked liis whip alid the 
horses began to prance, and then be¬ 
came quiet and started off on a trot. 
The coach stopped, and the lackey 
-jumped from liis seat, and, opening 
the door, handed out a handsomely 
dressed lady, who saluted aud then re¬ 
entered the coach. The lackey closed 
the door and jumped upon the box, the 
whip snapped aud the horses galloped 
otT. 

The famous mechanical flute player 
was a life-long figure, standing by tbe 
side of a broken column, upon which It 
slightly leaned. It was capable of 
playing a dozen different airs with re¬ 
markable ease. To effect tills result 
there was a system of weights that 
actuated a bellows placed In the inte¬ 
rior of the automaton, aud through an 
invisible tube forced air to the flute, 
where it acted In the usual way upon 
the stopple of the opening. In order 
to obtain tlie modulations, and conse¬ 
quently a complete air, the lingers of 
tlie automaton were movable aud 
closed the holes of the flute hermetic¬ 
ally wheu at rest. The fingers were 
moved by wires and cords that were 
tautened and relaxed by the play of a 
toothed cylinder.—Cincinnati Enquirer.

In gas- 
lighting the portable boxes of a Paris 
company have already found their Vi ay 
into general use. Acetylene, that pe¬ 
culiar French discovery and invention, 
astonished {lie visitor by its white efful¬ 
gence all along the Seine, between the 
new bridge and the Street of Nations. 
The powerful new American petroleum 
lamps on the Qual des Tuilleries show 
{hat old-fashioned “coal oil” is still to 
be heard from, in tlie exhibition 
grounds and on the Paris boulevard the 
alcohol lamps with incandescent gas 
burners compete with the electric light. 
More curious still and full of a vague 
promise are the mysterious psychologi¬ 
cal and luminous metallic lamps. Final¬ 
ly, the scientists and capitalists of 
Paris are whispering together over 
something in the municipal and house¬ 
lighting line that is absolutely sensa¬ 
tional. The discovery or invention con¬

hued beauty. These are the edible 
peaches. There is another sort called 
white ones, used for making brandy, 
but seldom eaten, being greatly in¬ 
ferior to the red kind.—Blackwood's 
Magazine.

These gas fountains—using the word in 
the French sense—are long, narrow 
metal boxes, standing upright, of solid 
construction, to hold compressed illu¬ 
minating gas, that by means of rubber 
tubes is led to incandescent burners by 
way of movable lamps like those that 
stand on center tables in America. 
Tliis is tlie story of the “fountains;" 
but simple as it is. how is it that no one 
thought of it before 

The gas boxes, sold to the consumer 
at $5 each, require only to be taken 
home aud set up on shelves. Three 
form the regulation “battery” for a 
moderate-sized house, lighting the three 
rooms which the French light brilliant¬ 
ly the dining-room, the ante-chamber 
and the kitchen.

The only reason why mountain clr 
Is healthier than low air is that moun¬ 
tain air is cleaner than low air. The 
chemical composition of the atmos¬ 
phere differs hut little, if at all. wher¬ 
ever the sample he taken. On Pike’s 
peak the relation of oxygen to nitro¬ 
gen and other constituents of the at¬ 
mosphere is the same as at the level 
of the ocean. The favorable effects 
therefore of a change of air are not to 
be explained by any difference In the 
proportion of its gaseous constituents. 
One important difference, however, is 
the bacteriological one. The air of 
high altitudes contains no microbes 
and is, iu fact, sterile, while near the 
ground and some 100 feet above it 
microbes are abundant. 

In tbe air of Chicago and other 
crowded places not only does the mi¬ 
crobe Impurity increase, but other im¬ 
purities. such as the products of com¬ 
bustion of coal, accrue also. Several 
investigators have found traces of hy¬ 
drogen and certain hydrocarbons In 
the air. and especially in the air of pine, 
oak and birch forests. It is to those 
bodies, doubtless consisting of traces 
:;f essential oils, to which the curative 
effects of certain health resorts are 
ascribed. Thus the locality of a fir 
foresl is said to give relief in diseases 
cf the respiratory tract. Hut till the 
saute, these traces of essential oils and 
aromatic products must be counted, 
strictly speaking, as impurities, since 
they are net apparently necessary con¬ 
stituents of the air. As recent analy¬ 
ses have shown, these bodies tend to 
disappear in the air as a higher alii 
tude is reached until they disappear 
altogether - Eiedsvlllc Dispatch.
